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SPORTS MEDICINE AT THE 
COMMONWEALTH GAMES 


Although sports medicine in one form or 
another has existed as long as athletes have 
been developing sprains, strains, and 
dislocations, formal organization of the 
practitioners of sports medicine in Canada 
has taken place only during the past decade. 
Dave Reid, Clinical Associate Professor in 
the Faculty of Rehabilitation Medicine, has 
been closely associated with the Sports 
Medicine Division of the Canadian 
Physiotherapists’ Association during its 
formative years. A second, parallel 
organization, the Canadian Athletic Trainers’ 
Association, grew up at about the same time. 
Only recently have the two groups come to 
work closely together to upgrade general 
medical care and therapy for amateur athletes, 
to educate the people treating athletes, and 
to supply expert personnel for sporting 
events like the Commonwealth Games. 

While aspects of sports science touch on 
sports medicine, the goals of sports science 
are founded in the improvement of 
performance. Sports medicine is concerned 
with the actual care and prevention of 
athletic injuries. In addition to specific 
applications of medicine, surgery, and 
physical therapy, it involves studies and 
development of safe equipment and 
playing areas. The concern of the practitioner 
of sports medicine is the long-term 
treatment of the athlete, according to 
Dr. Reid, and “returning the athlete to his 
sport at the earliest and safest time.” 

In sports medicine as in other varieties 
of medical practice, the role of the physician 
is to diagnose, refer, and administer drug 
therapy. The role of the physiotherapist is to 
physically treat injuries to the musculoskeletal 
system. 

Because musculoskeletal injuries tend to

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be the most common type of athletic injury, 
physical therapists are a most important part 
of the medical team for the Commonwealth 
Games. Dr. Reid, who is both a physical 
therapist and a physician, acts as the laison 
between the physical therapy unit and the 
Medical Division for the Games. His 
colleague in the Faculty of Rehabilitation 
Medicine, Dave Magee, as Physiotherapy 
Site Coordinator, has had the task of 
organizing the professional staff and facilities 
in the Village Therapy Centre and at the 
various training and competition sites. 

Ray Kelly, Therapist in the Department of 
Athletic Services, is Physiotherapy Clinical 
Supervisor both for the Village Centre and 
for the outlying treatment sites. These three 
individuals are working with a team of 
physical therapists and Rehabilitation Medicine 
students, all with experience in sports 
medicine. 

The work of the Village Therapy Centre 
divides itself into two broad categories: 
treatment of chronic or on-going injuries and 
treatment of new injuries. In the first 
instance the treatment is intended to minimize 
discomfort and prevent further injury, 
while permitting the athlete to continue to 
train and to compete. New injuries are 
diagnosed by a physician, who may refer his 
patient to the Therapy Centre for treatment, 
again with the goal of returning the athlete 
to training and competing in his sport as 
soon as possible. 

The Village Therapy Centre has elaborate 
facilities to provide this treatment. Whirlpool 
baths are available, in some cases large 
enough to permit exercise therapy in the water. 
The weight training room on the ground floor 
of the Physical Education and Recreation 
Centre has been transformed into the main 
treatment room, with padded treatment 
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tables, ultra-sound equipment for treating 
small areas and breaking down scar tissue 

in muscles, short wave diothermy apparatus, 
to provide deep heating treatment to larger 
areas, a muscle stimulator, to contract 
muscles fully when an injury prevents the 
athlete from doing this himself. The Village 
Therapy Centre operates from 7:30 a.m. until 
11 p.m. throughout the period of training 
and competition for the Commonwealth 
Games. 

In addition to the therapists assigned to 
the Village Centre, physiotherapists are sent 
each day to the training and competition sites 
throughout Edmonton, where they will have 
rather less specialized facilities with which 
to work. Theirs will be the everyday tools 
of the physiotherapist (including the 
therapists at the Village Centre): ice and tape 
for acute injuries, support, stretching 
exercises, massage. When they are not 
directly treating competitors, they will be 
watching them, referring them to their team 
physicians if they suspect an injury and giving 
them advice about footwear and safety. 

The services of the physical therapists 
associated with the Village Therapy Centre 
and with the medical facilities at the 
competition sites are provided by the 
Commonwealth Games Foundation for all 
Games participants, regardless of their 
countries of origin. Many of the national 
teams have their own medical staff, who may 
in fact refer injured team members to the 
Village Therapy Centre for treatment. 

For the physical therapists working on the 
Commonwealth Games medical team, the 
Games will mean an opportunity to gain 
valuable experience in sports medicine. 

For many of the competitors, the work of 
the physiotherapists will mean considerable 
relief of discomfort, more rapid healing of 
new injuries, and, most important, the chance 
to continue to compete in their sports in 
spite of physical injuries.

undergone minor renovations and is now 
completely refurnished as the result of a 
generous grant from the Alma Mater Fund 
and a 3AU Matching Grant. 


HUB South Entrance—Design Report 

The Building Committee received, and 
approved for forwarding to the Board of 
Governors, a design report prepared by 
Patsula Architects Limited on the remodelling 
of the south entrance of the Housing 
Union Building (HUB). The entrance, much 
desired by the commercial occupants of 
HUB, will provide pedestrian access from 
the ground level to the Mall and will provide 
for the future connection between HUB 

and the Fine Arts Centre. According to 
G.A. Bulat, Director of Physical Plant, the 
new entrance will serve its function in an 
“aesthetically pleasing manner.” 


Rental Increase—North Garneau Housing Community 
The Building Committee once again focussed 
its attention on the proposal of the Campus 
Development Committee (see Folio, 22 June) 
to increase rents in the North Garneau 
Housing Community. After some discussion, 
the Committee agreed to forward the 
proposal to the Board of Governors along 


with a recommendation for its approval at 
the next regular meeting of the Board 
on 4 August. 

In essence, the Campus Development 
Committee’s proposal provides for a variable 
increase in rents to a maximum of 8 percent. 
The increases, should they be ratified by 
the Board, will not become operative until 
December, 1978. 


HAZEL McINTYRE 
1896-1978 


Hazel McIntyre, Director of the School of 
Household Economics from 1956 to 1960, 
died in Edmonton last Tuesday, 25 July, at 
eighty-two years of age. 

Miss McIntyre, a member of this University’s 
fourth graduating class in Household 
Economics, received her Bachelor of Science 
degree here in 1924, She obtained a Master 
of Science degree at Iowa State University 
the following year and then returned to join 
the faculty of the School of Household 
Economics. 

Miss McIntyre wrote several cookbooks, 
including the Army Cook Book (1940) and 
Made to Measure, an adaptation of old 
fashioned recipes to modern measurements 
and techniques, published following her 
retirement in 1960. The proceeds from the 
latter book Miss McIntyre donated to the 
Edmonton Home Economics Association to 
establish a scholarship for second-year Home 
Economics students at this University.

INUIT EXHIBITION NOW OPEN 


The Clifford E. Lee Collection of Inuit 
Prints, a relatively recent addition to the 
University of Alberta’s Permament Collection, 
is receiving its initial exhibition on the second 
floor of Eaton’s, 10220 101 Street, Edmonton. 
The sixty-one prints which depict Inuit 
games and contests will be displayed until 
12 August as part of the cultural mosaic of 
the XI Commonwealth Games. 

Funds to acquire the collection and publish 
a catalogue were donated to the University by 
the Clifford E. Lee Foundation, an Edmonton 
organization known for its support and 
encouragement of the arts in Alberta. The 
catalogue, entitled Inuit Games and Contests, 
is available at Eaton’s, the University Art 
Gallery and Museum, and the University 
Bookstore. Published by University Collections, 
the seventy-six page catalogue contains 
forty color and nineteen black and white 
reproductions which are full-page in size. 

George Swinton’s introduction discusses the 
cultural significance of Inuit activities 
associated with games, personal and communal, 
reflective and competitive. The text offers a 
brief outline of the development of the Inuit 
print, biographies of the artists, and a 
selected bibliography. 

The Clifford E. Lee Collection of Inuit 
Prints was originated by Erla and Norman 
Socha of the Inukshuk Galleries of Waterloo,

Ontario. It will be returned to the University 
Art Gallery and Museum at the conclusion 
of the exhibition.
